a close friend of the President, has had 
ae knack at critical times of securing con- 
fidential information of the utmost im- 
portance. 
Today the Senator surprised his colleagues 
by saying there were reasons for the negoti- 
ation of the treaty which involved the at- 
titude of European nations. He said he 
could not speak of such things in public, 
‘but would be willing to discuss them under 
the seal of secrecy during an executive ses- 
sion. 
The allusion to Germany was too clear 
to be mistaken, and while the Senator did 
not pursue the subject, some of his col- 
leagues said he had evidently been given 
inside information direct from the White 
House, going to show that if this country 


turned the islands back to Spain Germany 


would buy them, while if the islands were 
made independent and anarchy resulted, 
Germany would feel justified in stepping in 
to restore order.“ 

Senators not in the secrots of the adminis- 
tration sy the carefully veiled allusions of 
Senator Foraker seem to indicate the pos- 
session by the administration of positive 
information Germany had a positive agree- 
ment with Spain for the purchase of a 
whole or part of the group in case the United 
States did not take them by right of con- 
quest, and, secondly, that Germany had 
protested to this country in the interests 


of civilized commerce against the erection 


of a Malay republic, with or without the 
protectorate of the United States. 3

Senators say Foraker’s speech is a semi- 
official admission of the object of the pres- 
ence of Prince Henry’s fleet off the Philip- 
pines, which is to be on hand to swallow the 
islands if the United States did not to so. 
The negotiations at Paris, it is now said, 
reached the point where the future of the 
Philippines lay between three outcomes, 
and only three, which were, first, return to 


Spain and immediate sale to Germany; sec- 


ond, retention by the United States as a 
conquest .or indemnity; and, third, leaving 


them on the doorsteps of the world, with 


the German fleet ready to take in the basket 
with its load of dark-skinned foundlings. 


Senator Foraker also said he had authority 


for saying the President did not propose to 


impose a government on the Filipinos by 


force’ of arms and without their consent. 

Many Senators took this to mean the Presi- 
dent would give up all or part of the islands 
When it could be done without danger of 
foreign intervention or seizure. Senator 
Foraker's meaning was apparent ex- 
plained, however, by another portion of his 
speech, in which he said the President real- 
ly came to Congress presenting for its ex- 
clusive consideration. the Philippine Islands 
and saying in effect: 

Lou ordered me to go to war. I did 80. 
Here are the fruits of victory. Do with 
them as you see fit.“ 

This in a nutshell is the present policy of 
the administration. The news from the is- 
lands bears this out. Word has been re- 
ceived from General Otis which the officials 
describe as ‘‘ comforting.” This is taken

made. President Havemeyer, in a curt 
speech, stated that the policy of the 
company was to be changed. This was 
taken to imply that hereafter, instead 
of operating to make money, the company 
proposed to trounce its alleged competitors 
without regard to gains or losses. 

A resolution was adopted which provided 
that the accumulated profits of the company, 
less dividends declared to date, should be 
reserved as a working capital. In other 
words, this means that if the company does 
not earn its regular dividends during the 
year the present surplus cannot be used to 
make up any portion of the deficiency. 

The obvious intention of this action was to 
give the impression that the sugar trust 
proposed to slash prices to a point which 
would not provide any profit for the stock. 

The by-laws were changed in order to place 
in President Havemeyer’s hands the right to 
suspend any minor official of the company 
or manage its affairs in any way suitable to 
himself. This simply legalize# what Mr. 
Havemeyer has done ever since the company 
was organized. 

In explanation of these resolutions Presi- 
dent Havemeyer said: 

„The action of the directors on the divi- 
dend question does not imply that no divi- 
dend will be declared this year. The whole 
action of today’s meeting is to give more 
concentrated power to the Executive com- 
mittee in the continuation of our trade rela- 
tions. I do not care to say how far thetrade 
war will go nor what the decision to change 
the policy of the company may imply.” 

The directors organized after the meeting 
by reélecting H. O. Havemeyer and electing 


W. B. Thomas treasurer, to succeed John E. 


Searles, and C. R. Helke, secretary. 

The new directors electéd were Lowell M. 
Palmer, in place of John E. Searles; John 
Meyer, in place of William Dick; and John 
E. ä to succeed himself.

LIGHTS THE FUSE 


DE BEAUREPAIRE MAKES COVERT 


In an Inflammatory Address, Which 
May Be the Forerunner of Revolua- 
tion, He Urges the Case Be Taken 
from the Criminal Chamber—Most 
Dangerous Development of the Anti- 
Dreyfus Campaign, Although Writ- 
er's Power Seems to Be Waning. 


Paris, Jan. II. M. Quesnay de Beaurepaire, 
whose resignation of the Presidency of the 
civil section of the Court of Cassation is re- 
garded as the most dangerous development 
of the Dreyfus affair thus far, today made 
the most inflammatory pronouncement he 
has yet made. 

De Beaurepaire’s appeal, together with the 
prosecution of Reinach, editor of La Repub- 
lique Francaise, for suggesting that Lieuten- 
ant Colonel Henry was the real traitor, 
seems to be the last cards of the anti-Drey- 
fusards. If this and the scandal of De Beaure- 
paire’s resignation fail to stop revision, then 


nothing will be left them except an appeal to | 


force. 

It is entitled An Appeal to the Deputies,”’ 
whom he calls upon to remove the Dreyfus 
case from the hands of the criminal chamber 
of the court. 

Beaurepaire’s proclamation concludes as 
follows: 

Order a real and solemn inquiry which 
shall penetrate right intò the viscera of this 
tortuous examination. If there are guilty 
men in the bosom of the criminal chamber, 
authorize the executive power to remove 
them, so that our magistracy may regain its 
ancient prestige. 

Remove the case from the criminal cham- 
ber tomorrow. Order an immediate judicial 
inquiry.

The able seaman’s remark- 
able showing with such a shifty boxer as 
McCoy certainly justifies the belief that 
science only is a dead issue when pitted 
against brute strength, youth, and fearless- 
ness, all of which qualities Sharkey pos- 
sesses to a remarkable degree.

CONSENT OF THE GOVERNED. 

Senator Mason made a speech on Tuesday 
in support of his resolution which declares 
that “the United States will never attempt 
to govern the people of any country with- 
out their consent.” The Senator is going 
to vote fer the ratification of the treaty 


-with Spain, which gives the United States as 


valida title to the Philippines as England has 
to Jamaica. or as the United States it- 
self has to California, but the junior Sen- 
ator from Illinois, assuming that the Filipi- 
nos do not wish to be governed by the 


| United States, insists that this country, 


after having acquired the islands by con- 
quest and purchase, shall surrender their 
control to the inhabitants and to anarchy. 

Thus in reality Senator Mason is at- 
tacking the expansion policy of the adminis- 
tration. He is backing up Grover Cleve- 
land, Carl Schurz, and Senator Hoar. He 
does not like to do so openly by voting 
against the ratification of the treaty, but 
he would like to do underhandedly what 
he does not dare to do openly, and with 
the treachery of a red Indian stab in the 
back the policy of the administration and of 
his party. ‘ 

Aguinaldo and his followers do not want 
to be governed by the United States. 
Therefore Senator Mason assumes that the 
doctrine that governments derive their just 
powers from the consent of the governed 
will be violated if the Philippines are re- 
tained in defiance of the wishes of Aguinal- 
do. The United States, however, has not 
adhered to that doctrine, The revolution 
itself was the work of a minority. Had 
a full, free vote been taken in 1776 a 
majority would have voted against separa - 
tion. The United States governed Louisi- 
ana at the outset without the consent of 
its inhabitants and against their will. It 
conquered New. Mexico and governed its 
50,000 inhabitants against their will, but 
in the course of time after having learned 
what American rule was Louisianians and 
New Mexicans acquiesced in American gov- 
ernment... 

When the question to be determined is 
whether some suburban territory shall be 
annexed to Chicago it is easy to find out 
whether its inhabitants are willing to be 
annexed, An election is ordered. Votes 
are east and counted, If a majority are 
for annexation “the consent of the gov- 
erned is assumed to be given. Perhaps 
Senator Mason, who states that he knows 
nothing about the Filipinos or their institu- 
tions, has some hazy idea about having the 
natives march to the polls and vote for or 
against being governed by the United 
States, and if Aguinaldo were to supervise 
the election, make out the returns, and 
report that there was a unanimous vote

The only way 
to find out whether American rule contents 
them is to govern them. Their continued 
acquiescence will be consent. After their 
affairs have been managed by just and com- 
‘petent American administrators and they 
have had an opportunity to see the dif-. 
ference between American and Spanish 
methods, they will be heartily in favor 


as the Louisianians were. 

Senator Mason asserts that “ the Filipinos 
want liberty as we did.” Nothing of the 
kind. The Senator shows that he knows 
little of the Filipinos when he ranks them 
with the men who took up arms against 
Great Britain, and looks upon Aguinaldo 
as a second Washington and Agoncillo as 
another Dr. Franklin. The Seminoies 
wanted “liberty.” So did the Apaches. 
They did not, however, mean by that word 
what Americans mean. What Aguinaldo 
means by “liberty” is freedom to rule 
the Philippines despotically and impcse 
requisitions and levy taxes at his own 
sweet will. 

Senator Mason knows that the ratifica- 
tion of the treaty and the assumption af 
jurisdiction over the Philippines by the 
United States will not deprive the Filipinos 
of any liberties or privileges they ever 
enjoyed, but will give them liberties and 
privileges they never have had. Congress, 
of which Senator Mason is a member, will 
regulate that matter. It will do so with 
an eye to the fact which the junior Sena- 
tor from Illinois seeks to ignore, that the 
Filipinos are not fit for republican institu- 
tions, Like most other Asiatics they must 
be governed by exterior force of some kind 
to be well governed, There are rights, 
liberties, and privileges to which the Filipi- 
nos are entitled. They will have them 
under American rule. They would not have 
them under native rule. 

Senator Mason desires to abandon the 
Filipinos to the tender mercies of Aguinal- 
do and to substitute for what he would call 
American despotism” the ruthless and 
bloady flespotism of a semi-civilized Asiatic. 
His constituents will not consent to that. 
The Senator “ denies indignantly “ that he 
and others who think as he does desire

The continued hostility of Aguinaldo's 
forces at Iloilo is something with which the 
American people can have no sympathy, 
whatever be the halo of sophistry that Sen- 
ators oar, Mason, and others may throw 
around it. Aguinaldo wants to he dictator 
of the Philippine Islands. There is no 
question of self-government at stake. Any 
such thing as self-government is at present 
impossible among the Filipinos. They are 
no more eapable of constructing a republic 
than they are of building a railway locomo- 
tive. No Spanish colony has ever been 
‘able te organize a real republic, and the 
Filipines are even less qualified for it than 
were the South American countries that 
threw off the Spanish yoke for themselves.

Aguinaldo’s proclamation contesting the 
authority of General Otis is nothing but 
a brief for himself. It is self-interest that 
animates him and not any demand of the 
Filipinos for self-government. The appoint- 
ment of General Otis as Governor Gen- 
eral of the islands displaces him from the 
position he wants for himself. He declares 
that the Americans came to the Philip- 
pines to give the people freedom and not 
to become masters of the islands. By 
this freedom he means a permission for 
the natives to bow to his own sovereign 
behests. When he calls upon them to unite 
and fight for their liberty he is simply 
calling upon them to defend his personal 
claims to be ruler of the islands, 

It is possible that this ambitious adven- 
turer may be able to stir up a large fac- 
tion to support his claims. Would-be dic- 
tators in Spanish countries never lack for 
some sort of following. But nothing, is 
more certain than that when the United 
States once gets its benefigent rule es- 
tablished, with all the subordinate offices 
in the hands of the more intelligent natives, 
the following of Aguinaldo will dwindle 
to insignificance. The people will be too 
well contented with their genuine free- 
dom to join in any scheme to establish an 
arbitrary dictator. It is only in the interim, 
before the natives can generally realize 
the difference between Spanish and Ameri- 
can, rule, that Aguinaldo can accomplish 
anything by his inflammatory manifestos. 

Mugwump theorists may say the Filipinos 
should be allowed to choose their own dic- 
tator if they must have one, But it is 
not a question of popular choice. The 
masses of the Philippine natives are un- 
fit for home rule. They will simply sur- 
render in passive obedience to the first 
tyrant who proves himself stronger than 
his rivals. To let Aguinaldo step into this 
sovereign power, after our army and navy 
have cleared the way, would be the basest 
kind of betrayal. It is not to be seriously 
thought of for an instant. 

The limit of consideration that should 
be shown toward this belligerent agitator 
is to ignore his hostility as long as possi- 
ble, and to exhaust every reasonable means 
of avoiding an armed conflict with his 
Malay mob. There is no need of forcing the 
situation at Iloilo. The threat of the in- 
surgents to burn the town if the Americans 
undertake to enter is simply a proof of 
how little Aguinaldo really cares for the 
interests of the natives. His own selfish 
ambition will overreach itself in time, and 
the contrast will quickly become apparent 
when Genera! Otis begins to organize a real 
government for the people. If Aguinaldo 
once fires upon the Ameriean troops, how- 
ever, there will be an end of the truce and 
he will have to be treated the same as any 
other self-seeking revolutionist.

The 
courts have recently or- 
dered a division of the Leland Stanford es- 
tate, and it is found that after all 
the other bequests are settled there 
will still remain $10,000,000 for the 
university bearing the family name. 
The full income will be about $1,000,000, as 
Mrs. Stanford's interest is included. The 
courts have also made a decision leaving 
» the trustees of the Fayerweather estate 
free to distribute about $3,000,000 to various 
colleges. The trustees of Berea College in 
Kentucky have succeeded én raising $150,000, 
which will secure the conditional gift of 
350,000 made some time ago by Dr. D. K. 
Pearsons of Chicago. In addition to all 
this, Groton (Mass.) Academy has received 
$75,000 from Professor Gardiner of that 
town; the University of Chicago $368,874 in 
real estate from Martin B. Ryerson, Mar- 
shall Field, and John D. Rockefeller; the 
Tekchers' College of New York $200,000 by 
will of Mrs. Caroline L. Macy; Harvard Col- 
lege $10,000 by will of Mary A. P. Wells of 
Boston, and $1,000,000 by will of Henry C. 
Warren of Cambridge, Mass.; Whitworth 
College $20,000 from H. O. Armour of New 
York; and Princeton College $18,000 from 
George A. Armour of Chicago; a total of 
$1,616.874. The University of Wisconsin has 
received a collection of rare German philo- 
logical works from the German-American 
citizens of Milwaukee. This collection 
formed the library of the late Professor 
Jacob Baechtold of the University of Zurich. 
The library, which numbers dbout 5,000 vol- 
umes, comprises all the important philolog- 
ical books in the German language, as well 
as sets of all German philological magazines 
and pamphlets. The year has begun gold- 
enly for the colleges. « 


SENATOR QUAY’S PREDICAMENT. 

The Supreme Court of Pennsylvania has 
refused unanimously to come to the relief 
of Senator Quay. He was indicted with 
others for making use of State funds, and 
the case was set for trial last month in the 
Court of Quarter Sessions at Philadelphia. 
The Senator appealed to the Supreme Court 
to take the case away from the lower court 
on the ground that he could not have a fair 
and impartial trial there. He alleged that 
the case was a grand conspiracy on the part 
of political enemies to ruin him, and that 
the action of the lower court in refusing to 
quash the indictment against him and in 
overruling demurrers showed that he could 
not look for justice at its hands. The Bu- 
preme Court declines to grant the Senator’s 
petition, and he must ständ trial at Phila- 
delphia. 

While the Supreme Court was considering 
this question the Republican Senatorial 
caucus was held. Senator Quay received 
the nomination, but fifty-five Republicans 


absented themselves. Unless Mr. Quay 


gets the votes of a considerable number of 

them he egnnot be elected. Those men ab- 
sented themselves from the caucus knowing 
what action it was going to take and not 
wishing to be under obligation to vote for 
its nominee until he had proved that he was 
not guilty of the charges made in the indict- 
ment. 

No member who has taken such a stand 
can be blamed for having done so. On the 
contrary, it is a creditable act. While the 
legal presumption is that a man is innocent 
until proved to be guilty, no person has a 
right to ask for the votes of others when he 
is under indictment, and instead of seeking 
an opportunity to confront his accusers and 
prove his innocence endeavors to postpone 
action on his ease by slandering the Judges 
before whom he was to be tried, There is 
no reason why the Legislature should be in 
any haste to act.

The day 
is not far distant when that extensive 
country, with its hundreds of millions of 
inhabitants and vast undeveloped natural 
resources, will be partitioned among the 
leading powers of Burope.

The United States 
already has considerable trade with China.

GERMANY, food products shows signs 


of coming to an end. The 
unwise agrarian measures of exclusion have 
at last produced a natural revulsion, and 
there is a lively agitation in many quarters 
for a removal of the restrictions that now 
practically bar out American beef and pork. 
Germany is going through exactly nie same 
sort of experience as that of England in the 
408 before the repeal of the corn laws. In 
fact, in thia and many other respects Ger- 
many is just about a half century behind 
Great Britain. The Germans are learning, 
as did the Britons, that to bar out food- 
stuffs for the benefit of the local farmers is 
a suicidal policy for a manufacturing na- 
tion, German industries have grown so 
rapidly that it is utterly impossible for the 
farmers or stock-growers of that country 
to supply enough meat to ‘feed the artisans. 
The workingmen are accordingly up in arms 
againat the Chinese wall that shuts out 
Amerioan cattle, pork, and other food prod- 
ucts. ven the thriftier classes of artisans 
are practically reduced to a vegetable diet 
because of the scareity and high prices of 
meat. The butchers themselves are join- 
ing in the cry for the admission of American 
cattle. The nation is being starved into a 
recognition of the evils of agrarian legisla- 
tion, and there is reason to hope that the 
United States will ere long have reasonable 
freedom of access across the German bor- 
der, not only for its cattle and hogs but for 
its breadstuffs as well. The German farm- 
ers still think they can raise enough cereals 
to supply their country, but the folly of 
shutting out American grain willdawn upon 
the Reichstag some day, as it did upon the 
British Parliament at the time of the Irish 
famine in 1846. ins 


The Legislature is to be 
asked to enact a law giving 
courts greater powers to in- 
vestigate and punish at- 
tempts at jury-bribing. The 
present law is confessedly imperfect and in- 
adequate. The bill, which has been drafted 
by Mr. Adolph Moses, contains provisions 
which will enable Judges in this county to 
deal effectively with the intolérable crime of 
corrupting jurors. The bill directs courts to 
investigate at once a charge that an attempt 
has been made to bribe jurors, witnesses, or 
court officers. Power is granted to compel 
the sworn evidence of any person and the 
production of books and papers. If deemed 
necessary to get at the truth, hearsay or sec- 
ondary evidence may be received, and im- 
munity from punishment may be granted in 
proper cases to secure evidence. When a 
Judge, acting as a committing magistrate, 
is convineed that the facts warrant it, the 
accused must be held te await the action of. 
the grand jury. But when this has been 
done the Judge can also proceed to punish 
the accused, when satisfied of his guilt, for 
the contempt of court of which he has been 
guilty. The bill provides also that in such 
proceedings the accused shall not be al- 
lowed to purge himself of contempt by mere- 
ly swearing that he has not committed the 
acts charged, but his sworn answer may he 
contradicted by the oral testimony of wit- 
nesses. No reputable lawyer, in the Légis- 
lature or out of It, can object to the enact- 
ment of such a law as this. It gives Judges 
no powers which they should not possess in 
order to protect against corrupting influ-

Human experience, whether in individuals 


or in the aggregated nation, is marked by 
two leading stages—isolation and expansion. 
The New England boy who is destined to 
Sway the councils of the nation, or per- 
chance sit in its executive chair, develops 
the roots of his manhood in some isolated 
township. The village grocery, perhaps, 
cqyers his ambition to commingle with the 
general world. But if the ability to become 
a hammer rather than an anvil in forging 
history is in him, he eventually cries for 
more room and larger circulation among 
men. As he expands within he must expand 
the outer field of his energies. 

It is thus with the nation. We began an 
isolated power, and the conditions rather en- 
couraged a love of this situation. It is 

hardly strange that many of the earlier 
Americans liked it: As regards an outlet. 
tor our productive capacity, we needed not 
to yearn for imperialism,” for we had an 
empire of our own. We were not forced, 
like England, to go out into the wide world 
to search for markets. The lust for gold 
did not madden us, as it did Spain. We were 
sufficient unto ourselves and had all we 
could do within our cwn household. We 
had, of course, the natural human ambition 
to secure adjoining estates, and did so; but 
outside of this we wers satisfied to let the 
outside world wag in its own way, so long as 
it was content to conform to Mr. Monroe's 
no trespass" doctrine. 

But things have changed. Principles are

nsian. It is the astonishing fact of our 
nereased production of food and domestic 
manufactures that makes us expand wheth- 
er we will or not. We may label our new ac- 
quisitions colonies or territories. It will 
have no effect upon the certainty that this 
great republic is going ta have more than 
mere commercial standing room in the inter- 
national world and that its mighty energies 
will not be bound by political abstractions 
and artificial policies. 

But diversified opinion is always whole- 
some. The open-door policy in the matter 
of how we shall handle our new wards is 
always in order. Publie opinion is eventu- 
ally bigger than Congress. If Uncle Sam 
since the days of his boyhood isolation has 
grown to wear a No. 9 boot it will require 
skillful work to argue him into a No. 5. 
The back yards of history are littered with 
once great policies that some hard fact has 
riddled into uselessness. A single invention 
in production or commerce may work great- 
er results than half a century of discussion 
over tariff and industrial policies. 

So let us continue to argue good-naturedly 
over the ‘policy of expansion. But com- 
mercial expansion is as surely bound to 
make this country international as flood 
tides are bound to overfiow the meadows. 
We have outgrown the stage of isolation, 
and, however we may adjust that potent 
fact in practice, it can never be shaken. 
The republic is growth.—Boston Globe. 


Passing of the Coal Age. 

The development of electrical power from 

the forces of nature has quieted one appre- 

hension that worried a good many people a 
few years ago. The fact that the world’s 
coal supply was rapidly disappearing was 
often held to portend an early return to 
barbarism, if not an extinction of the human 
race. Mr. Proctor, for instance, thought it 
quite useless to disturb ourselves about the 
probable decline of the sun’s heat, which 
had bothered: some astronomers with a 
knack of borrowing trouble, since long be- 
fore that could have any perceptible effect 
the exhaustion of our stores of coal would 
reduce humanity to a condition in which the 
subsequent proceedings would interest it no 
more. 

Nothing more is heard of these direful pre- 
dictions. It is true that the material basis 
of our civilization will soon undergo a radi- 
cal change. We are exhausting our coal 
fields at a rate that will soon make them only 
amemory. Every day we destroy the accu- 
mutations of a century. The child is born 
that will see the manufacturing importance 
of England at anend, or based on some other 
foundation than coal. | 

But there is nothing alarminginthis. The 
carbonipyrous age, so to speak, is only an 
episode in human history, and an exceed- 
ingly brief one. We were living modestly 
and contentedly on our income, when we sud- 
denly came into a legacy. We are spending 
that legacy as fast as we can, and when it 
is gone we shall live on our income again, 
but richer by the knowledge and experience 
psig have bought with our unexpected wind- 


The coal incident has had its uses. If we 
had never had it we should hardly have had 
that tremendous development of natural 
science which has given us the power to 
master greater forces than those of the mine. 
The coal supply has taught us how to do 
without it. ‘ 

Electricity drawn from streams has al- 
ready begun to relieve us of our dependence 
upon the stores of latent power piled up for 
us in the coal beds through millions of 
sluggish ages. But that is merely the most 
readily available source of energy, not the 
most abundant. We are beginning to har- 
ness the wind to our dynamos, and we shall 
have the tides in leash before long. Even 
then we shall be only at the beginning. Our 
real use of electricity will not came until we

-ndianapolis, Ind., Jan. 11:—[Special.}— 
When the nomination for United States Sen- 
ator was conferred upon Albert J. Beveridge,

Hundreds of telegrams from leading giti- 
gens, big politicians, and men of all walks in 
life have been pouring into Beveridge’s office 
since early this morning. Among the rst 
to send their congratulations were Speaker 
Thomas B. Reed, Senator Charles W. Fair- 
banks, Senator Foraker, Charles G. Dawes, 
Perry 8. Heath, and General George R. Peck. 
Addison C. Harris, the newly appointed 
Minister to Austria-Hungary, called on Mr. 
Beveridge at an early hour to congratulate 
him, and thousands of the citizens of Indian- 
apolis have been showering their best wishes 
on him. 
The older men as a general thing believed 
Mr. Beveridge too young to be given such a 
high place, but now all are satisfied with his 
nemination, and are confident he will be a 
credit to the State, the nation, and the Re- 
publican party. feat 
One notable feature of the nomination is 
admitted to be the fact that there was no 


other influence behind the candidacy of Mr. 


Beveridge than a simple desire on the part of 
his friends and admirers to sec him win. In 
this respect his selection differs materially 
from that of ony other man elevated to a 
political office in Indiana within the last fifty 


years. 

It differs strikingly from the hopes and ob- 
jects of the supporters of other candidates. 
In at least one instance, the formation of a 
new organization to control party affairs de- 
pended upon success in gaining this Senator- 
ship. That scheme has been blasted, and it 
was the wishes of the people that did it. A 
great many politicians living elsewhere in 
the State protested against giving Indianap- 
olis both of the Senators, but this geograph- 
ical ebjection does not seem to extend to the 
masses. 

Mr. Beveridge has apparently conducted 
his campaign in a way that did not antag- 
énige anybody, and, consequently, he retains 
the friendship of all the party leaders. 

Judges of the bench, ministers of the gee 
pel, and organized labor went out doing mis- 
sionary work in Beveridge’s behalf. For the 
first time in two weeks some of the manp- 
facturers and merchants who were helping 
him fight the battle returned to their places 
of business today. As an evidence of his 
standing before the courts here is an extract 
from a letter written by Judge John II. 
Baker of the United States District Court to 
members of the Legislature: 

“For the last six years Mr. Beveridge has 
tried in the United States District Court 
quite a number of important cases, both at 
law and in equity, involving difficult ques- 
tions of law and fact. In the trial of these 
cases he has shown himself a complete mas- 
ter both of the law and facts. He exhibited 
learning, skill, and ability of no ordinary

Hardships in Early Life. 


At the Age of Twelve Reverses in the 
Beveridge Family Forced the Man Now 
Nominated for Senator to Follow a Plow. 

At the close of the war Mr. Beveridge's 
father lost all of his property and became 
heavily involved in debt, The family was 
forced to give up the farm in Ohio and moved 
to Illinois. 

There Mr. Beveridge’s life from the age 
of 12 was one of great privation, hardship, 
and toil. At 12 years of age he was a 
plowboy, at 14 he was working as a laborer, 
at railroad construction; and doing the work 
to which the strongest men were assigned, 
such as driving an old fashioned scraper. 

At 15 he became a logger and teamster, 
and by reason of his natural command of 
men was placed in charge of a 
camp. He made his way through the high 
school of the town in which he ved by 
entering the fall and winter terms late 
and quitting early each year and by work- 
ing nights and mornings. 

Edward Anderson, a friend of Beveridge's. 
who now lives in North Dakota, loaned him 
$50, and on this he entered De Pauw Uni- 
versity. He became the steward of a col- 
lege. club, and in this way passed through 
his first year, at the end of which he began 
by merit to win for himself the series of 
prises in scholarship, philosophy, science, 
and oratory which, by the end of his eol- 
lege course, amounted to enough to pay two 
years of his expenses. He entered college 
late in the term each year and quit early, 
giving every moment of his vacation to un- 
remitting work. 
As a result of this the young man’s health 
gave way, ahd at the end of his college 
course he was quite ill. To recover his 
health he went to the plains of western 
Kansas and eastern Colorado, and for some 
time lived with the cowboys, who became in 
all the ranches his fast friends, 

Finally, feeling that his health was suf- 
ficiently restored, he came to Indianapolis 
and was given the privilege of studying 
law in the office of Joseph E. McDonald. 

During the first year of his study of law 
young veridge had se little money that 
he lived on two meals a day much of the 
time. At the end of the first year the 
firm of McDonald & Butler offered him their 
managing clerkship, with all the duties of 
the third partner on his shoulders. He 
declined to aecept on the ground that he 
had not studied law long enough. Senator 
McDonald replied that if they could stand 
it he should be able to. 

Beveridge’s first case before a jury was 
in the United States ceurt, with General 
Harrison and his fitm on the other side. 
The case lasted many days, during which 
the day set for Mr. Beveridge's wedding 
to Miss Katherine Langsdale of Green- 
castle arrived, and Judge Woods adjourned 
court. 

Beveridge went to Greencastle, was mar- 
ried, returned that night to Indianapolis, 
and next morning was again in court to 

ttend ta his case.

During all the time Mr. Beveri has 
fighting for the Republican 
steadfastly refused to aecept any reward 
therefor. He is not a rich man, having no 
income aside from his law practice, but he 
has never taken pay for his service on the 
stump, and has even insisted on paying his 
own expenses. As prosperity began to dawn 
upon him he even made contributions to the 
party’s campaign fund. 

He did not desire to go into politics until 
the time he had foreseen for the settlement 
of the money question and the period of com- 
mereial and territorial expansion had come. 


| He did not believe that time would arrive 


for ten or fifteen years yet. But the war 
| came and ripened that period in an hour. 

On April 27 Beveridge made a speech in 
Boston before the Middlesex club in which he 
laid down in detail the lines of commercial 
and territorial expansion, which was after- 
ward practically adopted by the McKinley 
administration. In this speech he forecasted 
the military policy of the war, advocating 
the seizure of the Philippines and the de- 
struction of Spain's fleet in the Pacific before 
active hostilities in Cuba. This speech was 
made before a gun had been fired in the war. 

As the war progressed the policy he out- 
lined gradually became the policy of the 
nation, and suggestions began to come from 
every side, so Beveridge’s managers say, 
that he become a candidate for the Senate. 
To all of this he made no response. 

When the campg@ign came on Beveridge 
was selected by the State committee to 
make the opening speech, which he did at 
Tomlinson Hall, Indianapolis. His expreg- 
sions were at once accepted as the keynote 
of the campaign. The State platform had 
evaded all issues except the money question, 
and Beveridge’s speech was an outlined 
statement of issues, and upon it the cam- 
paign was that moment fought. 

This speech was delivered nearly two 
weeks before that of Attorney General

Forced to Flake a Speech. 

Among the Anecdotes of Beveridge’s 

Younger Days Is One of His Impromptu 

Address at Bloomington Fifteen Years 
Ago. 

Scores of interesting anecdotes are re- 
lated of Mr. Beveridge as a college student 
and erater in the debating societies. In 
Bloomington in 1884 the Republicans had 
advertised ex-Governor Beveridge of Illi- 
nois to speak at an open-air mass-meeting 
and young Albert happened to be in that 
vicinity. he advertised spellbinder failed 
to put in an appearance.

day night at the home of his daughter, Mrs. 
Dr. H. F. Carriel on West College avenue, 
aged 94 years. 

Professor Turner was born at Temple- } 
ton, Mass. His ancestors came over on the 
He was educated at Yale. 

He was married in 1835. He came to Illi- 
nois and began teaching in Hlinois College 
in 1832, and was soon after chosen profes- 


sor, which position he held for fifteen consec- 
utive years, when failing health and what 
was then deemed overzealous resistance to 
slavery and sectarianism compelled his res- 
ignation. 

In 1883 he delivered throughout the State 
a series of lectures for the purpose of arous- 
ing sentiment favoring a broad and perma- 
nent system of common schools. 

In his experiments with public work he hit 
upon the Osage orange for hedges, which 
afterwards came into general use, and in its 
early stages was dubbed “ Professor Turn-

Summers, chemist 
for the Western Electric company, who has 
been working on the process for many 
months, and has at last perfected it. 

Negotiations are under way for the forma- 
tion of a company to build the plant, and be- 
fore the year is out it is to be working at full 
capacity. The site will be somewhere in the 
Green Bay region of Wisconsin, and the 
finished product will be used at the Albany 
linen mills, at Albany, Wis. The amount 
of fiber x grown in this country is not 
large at the present time, and the first efforts 
of the mill will be to utilize the waste straw 
left over from the seed flax, which is now 
burned to get it out of the way. This can be 
made into a inen that is available for tow- 
eling, and some grades of table cloths. The 
finer linens will not be taken up at once, be- 
cause the farmers are not growing the fine 
flax plants necessary for this work. The 
encouragement given to this branch of agri- 
culture will doubtless bring them to a study 
of the cultivation of the plant, when they 
are assured of a ready market for all that 
they may grow at prices that will make it 
extremely profitable for them. 

Process of Retting.”’ 

The principal feature of Mr. Summers’ in- 
vention lies in the retting of the flax 
straw by means of a chemical process, which 
releases the fiber from the woody part in a 
more uniform manmer than by the old-fash- 
ioned means. The time consumed by the 


process is one hour, where it formerly took 


from four days to thrée weeks to do the 
same work. .The short time of this process 
admits of the using on an economical! basis 
of the thousands of tons of flax straw from 


which the seed has been thrashed. It can be 


purchased for almost nothing, and from it 
can be produced a grade of flax that can be 
worked into towels with considerable profit. 
This same grade of flax has been imported 
from Russia in large quantities by the milis 
of this country, as has been the case with all 
other flax, except a little used in twine. 
Farmers in America dropped the cultiva- 
tion of flax when the manufacture of linen 
went from the household to the mill. The 
mill men wanted only the scutehed or 
prepared flax, and the grower had to do all 
the retting himself. This is a slow, labori- 
ous process by the old methods, and the 
American farmer found that he could use 
his time to better advantage in other lines. 


The natural processes were dew retting or 


tank and steam retting. Retting—which is 
simply “‘ rotting —consisted of exposing the 
flax straw to the dew in the fields, or soak- 
ing it in bogs, streams, or tanks until the 
fiber was loosened from the wood. This lat- 
ter way the farmers in the closely settled 
regions of Belgium and other European 
countries were forced to abandon owing to 
the pollution of the streams. The industry 
has been decreasing in all countries except 
Russia, where the serfs found their time 
none too valuable to give to this slow, care- 
ul work. It needs a trained eye to deter- 
mine when the exposure has gone on long 
enough. 

The flax straw is hollow, and consists of 
the woody part around which is the fiber, 
held by a natural glue. After the retting is 
well advanced the fiber becomes loosened, 
and can be readily separated by beating and 
hackling or passing over combs, This is the 
finished product, which is spun into thread 
and woven into cloth. , 


Results of Process. 

There were many weeks of experimenting 
before Mr. Summers hit upon the perfect 
solvent for the natural cementing materials 
in the straw. But the perfect liquid per- 


forms in one hour the work that requires 


water at least four days, and does not hurt 
the fiber. The cementing material is taken 
into solution, the flax is washed; and the 


J solvent returned. The residue is a thick, 


muddy substance, which looks like choco- 
late, and may contain valuable material. 
To determine this a further experiment is 
now under way. The woody part is dried 
and used as fuel under the boilers in the 
mills. It can be fed readily by any mechani- 
cal stoker, 
of the fuel required by. the plant. It has 
one-half the heating power of good coal. 
The manufacture of fine linens depends 
entirely on the growing of good flax. The 
fiber flax must be planted close together 
and grows longer and more slender than 
the seed flax. At present all the fiber flax 
in this country is grown on the Saginaw 


Peninsula in Michigan, but experts have 


claimed that the Puget Sound region is as 
well adapted for the culture of a high 
grade straw as any section of the world. 
The Green Bay region of Wisconsin is well 
adapted, and here the new concern will 
start out to encourage the cultivation among 
the farmers. 

It is the plan to purchase the whole flax 
plant from the farmers just as it is cut 
in the field. The plant is pulled in foreign 
countries, but that is far too slow a plan 
for the American farmer, and he will prob- 
ably want to use a patent binder. The price 
will be about $10 a ton, and an acre ought 
to produce at least two tons. This will 
sive a better income than growing flax for 
the seed. At the mill the seed will be 
thrashed out and the straw put through the 
process. The seed will be sold in the mar- 
ket for what it will bring, for it is not the 
purpose of the company to start a linseed 
oil mill. AH the waste for the seed mills 
will be sold. The capacity will be about 
3,000 tons of straw a year, or 500 tons of 
finished flax. The capacity will be increased 
as.the business grows. 

The towels made of the coarser flax now 
have a cotton warp, which makes them 
about 70 to 90 per cent linen. Mr. Summers 
‘is working on @ scheme to make a thread of 
coarse flax that will be suitable for the warp. 
He is also experimenting with a bleach for 
linens. In the old country all bleaching is 
done by use of chlorines or by exposing to 
the sun and weather on grass plots. 

6 Profits in the Industry. 

It has been claimed by European weavers 
that fine linens cannot be made in the United 
States. Linen men retort that the same 
thing was said about spinning cotton and 
other details of cloth manufacture which 
have been successfully overcome by Yankee 
ingenuity. There is a tariff of 40 per cent 


on woven linen and 30 per cent on the thread, 


which gives an American manufacturer an 
immense advantage over foreign competi- 
tors, once the farmers are induced to take 
up the cultivation of flax. America is the 
best linen market in the world today, and 
presents a unique spectacle of purchasing 
nearly all its woven goods and all the thread 
in foreign countries. The market is able to 
take care of any amount of manufactured 
goods, and it is confidently predicted that 
Mr. Summers’ mill will have all the work it 
can do from the start if the supply of flax 
holds out. 

There have been attempts in the past to de- 
vise chemical solvents to do the laborious 
work of retting, but all have failed. They 
consisted generally of strong- alkaline or 
acid solutions, and did not succeed because 
the experimenters were flaxworkers and not 
chemists. These hurt the fax. Mr. Sum- 
mers, who is a graduate of the University of 
Michigan, claims that his preparation does 
not injure in the slightest the fibers of the 
most delicate flax. 
office are many towels made from flax treat- 
methods. Among them are 
some towels made entirely from 
flax 5 tn this country, and he thinks 
they are the first of their kind. Others are 
the “union” goods, made from the flax he 


has taken from waste straw from the seed 


plants, with a warp of cotton. There is 
much finished flax and considerable thread, 
all of his own manufacture and going far to 
prove the feasibility of his plans. Two tons 
of straw have already gone through the 
process, and everything is ready to begin 
the construction of .the new building.
